Adjutant  General's  Office, 
Raleigh,  December  7,  1830. 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  North  Carolina. 

Gentlemen,— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  Returns,  ear 
Lacing  ill  t he  objects  required  by  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  to  be  re- 
ported from  thi^  Office  to  the  Legislature  annually,  marked  from  A.  to  G.  viz.

It  isbeliev^d  thai  no  change  in  the  Militia  Laws,  with  a  view  to  the  gen 
iprov'ement  of  the  discipline  of  the  Militia,  can,   under    the  existing 
fcrga ni7.it ion    be  productive  of  any  essential  benefit;  and  that,  till  Congress 
shall  have  prescribed  a  system  of  discipline  competent  to  the  States  to  car- 
ty  into  operation  with  some  prospect  of  accomplishing  that  object,  the  State 
find  i'  only  necessary  to  direct  its  measures  in    relation  to   the   Militia 
exclusively  to  the  fn'lowing  subjects,  to  wic     The  enrolling  and   return   of 
men  subject  to  militia  duty;  the  security  and    preservation    of  the    Public. 
Ann-;  and  Ustlv,  the  internal  police  of  the  State 

r-ie  laws  relative  to  returns  to  this  office  have,  upon  the  whole,  been 
found  from  experience  salutary,  and  need  Uu?  Iittle.it  any  alteration.  But 
I  regard  to  compuiy  returns  to  the  commanding  officers  of  regiments, 
there  is  much  deficiency  and  irregularity  growing  out,  as  I  understand,  of 
the  vacancies  in  company  commands.  The  expense  of  procuring  the  uni- 
form required  to  be  worn  by  captains  and  subalterns,  is  found  to  operate  in 
some  sections  of  the  State  to  the  exclusion  of  any  command  to  a  very  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  company  districts.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend 
the  repeal  of  the  penalty  of  the  law  imposed  on  officers  of  this  class  for 
not  uniforming  themselves. 

I  would,  with  deference,  again  invite  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to 
the  present  state  of  the  Public  Arms,  and  urge  the  necessity  of  their  being 
newly  oiled.  Many  of  them  are  suffering  much,  and  all  need  some  dressing; 
and  every  day's  delay  in  this  being  done  will  unquestionably  be  an  increas 
ed  expense  to  the  State.  When  rust  has  once  taken  hold,  its  progress  is 
rapid  and  the  effect  difficult  to  eradicate.  This  is  an  expense  to  the  State 
which  need  not  be  incurred  more  than  once  in  six  or  seven  years,  provided 
the  arms  are  anointed  with  the  composition  generally  used  at  the  Ordnance 
Department  of  the  United  States.  The  floor  of  the  Arsenal  at  Fayettevi'ie 
requires  some  repairs,  which  should  be  provided  for  early;  otherwise  the 
arms  at  that  depot  will  suffer  materially.  I  would  suggest  the  propriety  bf 
their  being  dressed  over  in  the  manner  above  recommended  while  the  build; 
ing  is  undergoing  repair.     There  is  due  to  the  State,    in  arms  out  of 


standing  appropriation  ot  Congress  for  arming  the  militia,  to  this  time,  abou 
g84  000,  which  will  give  us,  in  addition  to  those  already  on  hand,  7, 
muskets.  About  half  this  number  has  for  more  than  a  year  been  daily  ex 
pected.  It  should,  therefore,  be  desirable  that  the  t  *ssing  of  the  arms  no 
in  the  arsenals  be  effected  before  \h°  buddings  !iave  become  too  muc 
crowded;  as  it  can  be  done  with  much  more  convenience,  and,  I  apprehend 
less  expense. 

Circumstances  of  recent  disclosure  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State  woul 
seem  to  require  some  specific  regulations,  placing  the  militia  in  thai  quart 
in  a  more  ready  state,  for  defensive  or  offensive  operations  I  would  wit! 
that  view,  recommend  the  location  of  a  part  of  the  arms  of  the  State  i 
each  of  the  principal  towns  of  the  East,  provided  the  police  authorities 
those  towns  will  make  provision  for  their  security  and  preservation  An 
I  would  also,  at  the  same  time,  recommend  that  each  individual  subject 
bear  arms  be  compelled  to  furnish  himself  with  a  cartridge  box  and  brlt.  an 
constant  supply  of  fixed  ammunition,  adapted  to  the  calibre  of  his  piece. 

Before  closing  these  remarks,  I  would  submit  to   the  consideration  of  th 
Legislature  the  propriety  of  vesting  with  the  Governor  the  power,  in    ce 
tain  ca%es,  of  striking  from  the  rolls  of  the  militia,  officers  guihy  of  gros: 
neglect  of  duty.     Cases  have  occurred,  and  likely  to  exist  for  some  time  to 
come,  of  officers  without  the  means  of  paying  the  penalty  of  neglect  of  du> 
ty,  have  consequently  gone  on  trom  year  to  year  in  the    most   open    disre- 
gard of  their  obligations  to  the  laws  of  the  State      I  would,  therefore,    sub- 
mit to  the  judgment  of  the  Legislature,  whether  some  summary    mode,  ai 
above  recommended,  of  getting  rid  of  officers  of  this  description  would  no 
be  preferable  to  a  recourse  by  courts  martial.
